In our own country the two most im 
portant events lave been impeachment 
and the election. The first attempt ever 
made in the history of our country to 
remove the President by the constitu 
tional method of impeachment, was made 
early in the year, and failed. This fail 
ure, though at the time very distasteful 
to us and to a majority of the Republican 
party, was undoubtedly, upon the whole, 
“a blessing in diswuise.” This, we jndge, 
has come to be the conclusion already of 
mnost of the thinking men in the party. 
The triumph of the Republican party, 
principles, and men, in the election, was 
most complete and overwhelming. It 
was a triumph of which we may be proud 
as well as glad, cherishing as we do, 
dearly, the name and honor of American 
citizens, So detestable were the men 
and so dastardly were the principles of 
the opposition, that their triumph would 
have been an everlasting disgrace, if it
